Chinese Start

NEW DELHI, India (AP)-The 


Chinese Communists have launched 
frc'sh attacks at the easterti end of 
hie Himalayan' battle! line!, the In- 
dian Defense Ministry announced 
today. The action broke a lull of 
more than a week.

with the Communists making five 
shooting strikes in the past two 
days.

"No self-respecting country that 


loves its freedom and integrity- 
can possibly submit to this chal- 
lenge," Nehru told the crowded 
chamber.

His defiant statement in effect 


rejected a new Chinese offer to 
withdraw from the territory it has 
occupied on the Northeast Border 
if India would give up the Ladakh 
area adjoining Kashmir and Tibet 
in the Northwest.

"I have no complaints about the 


press coverage," Nixon said early 
in his statement.

It has been shown only 
once before—at the Venice Film 
Festival, where it was named 
best film by a new director. 


Producer Paul Heller explained 


how the film came to be. 


Frank Perry, a stage director, 


and his wife Elenore, a script 
writer, had come across a fic- 
tionalized case history by Theo- 
dore Rubin, M.D. They bought 
the rights, and Mrs. Perry fash- 
ioned a screen play. They showed 
it to Teller, a longtime friend who 
had been a television and film 
art director. 


•"Frank said he'd like to direct

it as a movie, because he had 
never directed a film before," 
said Heller. "I decided I would 
produce it, because I had never 
prouce a film before. 


"The next thing we needed was 


money. We decided to go after 
it just as you would finance^ a 
Broadway play. Instead of having 
script readings as they do in 
searching for play angels,' we sent 
out scripts. We had 450 of them 
copied. 


Strangely, those who might 


back Broadway shows had no in- 
terest in financing a movie. So 
we had to come up with an en- 
tirely new list."
